and forcibly presenting the downright 
temperance side of the discussion. 
Ur. 


Crosby, he said, had stepped beyond the 
confines of his hitherto excellent reputa- 
tion, and not only fallen into error, but 
been guilty of slander in declaring that 
certain eminent and philanthropic men 
had 'twisted the Scripture' to make it 
condemn any sort of drinking. When he 
held that drinking should be indulged in 
in moderation so as to strengthen the 
moral character to temptation, he might 
as well proclaim that obscene literature 
should be universally circulated, so that 
people might read it and learn to restrain 
their pernicious desires. Dr. Crosby's 
denial that moderate drinking leads to 
intemperance was illogical, inasmuch as 
it was certain that men only passed to in- 
ebriety through the stage of moderate 
drinking. Advocates of total abstinence 
did not claim that all moderate drinkers 
become drunkards, but that the indul- 
gence of the appetite involves a persistent 
inclination toward an increase of that ap- 
petite ; in other words, that the tendency 
of so-called temperate drinking is toward 
intemperate drinking." 


The Michigan Legislature refused the 


prayer of eighty thousand citizens to sub- 
mit a constitutional amendment to the 
people, and the friends of temperance are 
very indignant. Tlie Legislature was 
largely Republican in both branches, and 
the party pledged itself in State conven- 
tion to submit the amendment. 
The Re- 


publican whiskey-ring of Detroit defeated 
it. Not only this, but the party have 
nominated State regents who were op- 
posed to the amendment. 
A strong ef- 


foit is being made to secure the submis- 
sion of a constitutional amendment in 
1832. At the recent election for Supreme 
Court Judge the Prohibitionists, although 
but partially organized, cast 4,734 votes, 
although the vote for Neal Dow for Pres- 
ident was only 924.

.inies these old negro men preserve the 
ordly manners of their masters. Their 
negro dialect does not seem to detract 
Tom their gentility, and they are notice- 
able as men of particularly fine maoncrs.

Although the bag- 


gage and smoking-cars and the Pullman 
parlor-coach remained on the track the 
three last coaches were not so fortunate. 
When the shock came the Miller patent 
coupling which connected the parlor car 
with the three coaches snapped off as 
clean as a pipe steam, and the first coach 
was hurled over a slight declivity, prob- 
ably five feet high, turning over several 
times in its descent. 


After leaving tlie track the'rear truck 


of the first car became detached from the 
body of the car and descended with terri- 
fic force into the side of the second coach, 
which had preceded it down the embank- 
ment, pinning Augustus B. Hitter, a 
German residing in Morris Street above 
Sixth, Philadelphia, to his seat, and in- 
stantly crushing him to death. His wife 
and little girl were also severely injured. 


Mrs. 
Lucretia Pennington, an aged and 


well-known lady residing in West Phila- 
delphia, who was in the same car, was in- 
ured so badly that she died at C o'clock. 
News of the accident spread with light- 
ning rapidity; and in a few seconds both 
nen and women had left the cars, which 
lad remained on the track, to assist the 
vounded. 
Every one labored assiduously 


;o aid the suffering passengers, especially 
Kiss Ella Chapman, the well-known ac- 
tress, who was on the train, and who was 
mtiring in her endeavors to lend assis- 
tance to the injured, appearing to be evcry- 
vliere at the same moment, and when all 
lad received attention, it was found that 
she had received a severe sprain of one 
ankle. 
MThile the wounded passengers 


were being removed from the cars and 
:ared for the 4 o'clock train from New 
iork reached the scene and her passen- 
;ers, too, lent a helping hand. All of 
he passengers of the wrecked train, in- 


the little one aside, but before he could 
escape himself ho was pinned, crushed 
and bleeding, to his seat. What was the 
cause of the accident, did you say ? I un- 
derstand there was a strange man at the 
switch to-day, and he left it open, send- 
ing us around an abrupt curve into a fourth 
track.

years as switchman and telegraph opera- 
tor, and was a man of steady habits. Ho 
was about thirty-five years old. Inquiry 
had been made to ascertain his move- 
ments, but he had not been found.

menting on the affair, "I have been run- 
ning between Philadelphia and New York 
since 1857—yes, next December will be 
twenty-five years and this is the first acci- 
dent of any kind I have evei met with. 
We left New York at 3.25 with a pretty 
full train, composed of locomotive No. 
724 and tender, a baggage-car, one 
smoker, one parlor-car and three coaches. 
Nearing Bear Swamp by the west track, 
at the rate of fifty miles an hour, we sud- 
denly shot into the switch that opens to a 
fourth track at that point, and so great 
was the shock that I expected every mo- 
ment to be shot from the track. The 
ocomotivc reeled from one side to an- 
other, but finally remained on the track, 
while the tender, strange to say, jumped 
>om the road, but did not turn over. All 
of the other cars remained in position, 
excepting the last three, which left the 
rack, injuring a number of people. One 
of the saddest scenes I ever saw was the
